4. (Original) The system of claim 2, wherein said user control panel enables a user i:hange 
to said desired sequence or a user change to said display duration. 

5. (Original) The system of claim 1> wherein said presentation comprises hor.zontal 
navigation, vertical navigation, or item navigation of web sites. 

6. (Original) The system of claim 1, wherein said pcrforaier is automatically activ^iied by 
entry into a web site through user-entry of a URI^ by activation of a hyper-link> by activation of 
a hyper-link embedded in an e-mail, or by selection of one of a plurality of presentations Irom a 
gallery. 

7. (Origioal) The system of claim 1, wherein said presentation is stored on a host sein er for 
access by web users. 

8. (Original) The system of claim 1» wherein said presentation includes an audio ov^liiy. 

9. (Currently Amended) A method for customi2ing access to a plurality of web sih^h, said 
method comprising the steps of: 

creating a presentation, wherein said step of creating comprises the steps oi: 
estabhshing a list of URLs; 

deteimining a display sequence of said Ust of URLs; 
determining a duration of display for said list of URLs; and 
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automatically displaying the created presentation in a slide show fonnat according 
to said list[[J] and s aid display sequence[[, and]] wherein each of said pluralitv ol URLs 
comprises a shde within said created presentation and wherein each slide is autonig i rically 
presented to a user, absent human intervention, for [[said]] the pre-4^jCTnined display 
duration. 

10. (Original) The method of claim 9, further comprising the step of displaying a r.onlrol 
panel to control the created presentation being displayed. 

11. (Original) The method of claim 10, further comprising the step of utilizing said <:ontrol 
panel to pause or stop the created presentation being displayed. 

12. (Original) The method of claim 10, further comprisiiig the step of utilizing said i:ontrol 
panel to change said display sequence or to change said duration of display. 

13. (Original) The method of claim 9, wherein said presentation comprises horizontal 
navigation, vertical navigation, or item navigation of web sites. 

14. (Original) The method of claim 9, wherein said stqp of displayii^ is autom<.dically 
activated by entry into a web site through user-entry of a URL, by activation of a hyper-liiik, by 
activation of a hyper-link embedded within an e-mail, or by selection of one of a plurality of 
presentations from a gallery. 
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15. (Original) The method of claim 9, wherein said presentation is stored on a host seri^er for 
access by web iisers. 

16. (Original) The method of claim 9, wherein said presentation inchides an audio oveilay. 

17. (Currently Amended) A software program to customize and automate web site 
navigation, $aid software program comprising: 

means for establishing a desired Ust of URLs; 

means for establishing a sequence of display of said desired list of URLs; 
means Tor establishing a duration of display of said desired list of URLs; an:l 
means for automatically displaying said desired list of URLs in a slide show 
fi>rmat according to the established scouenc c. wherein each of said URLs comp i ises a 
slide within the slide show, and wherein each slide is automaticallv presented to u user. 
absent human intervention, [[and]] for the established duration of display. 

18. (Original) The software program of claim 17, fiirther comprising means for conlioUing 
the displaying URLs. 

19. (Original) The software program of claim 18, wherein said means for conliolling 
comprises means for pausing the displaying URLs or means for stopping the displaying UllLs. 
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20. (Original) The software program of claim IS, wherein said means for C0Dlix)lling 
comprises means ibr changing the established sequence of display or for changii .g the 
established duration of display. 

21 . (Original) The software program of claim 17, wherein the established sequence of <]isplay 
comprises horizontal navigation, vertical navigation, or item navigation of web sites. 

22. (Original) The software program of claim 17, wherein said means for automadcally 
displaying is activated by entry into a web site through user-entry of a URL, by user-act (ration 
of a hyper-lmk, by user-activation of a hyperlink embedded in an e-mail, or by selection of a pre- 
established list of URl^s from a gallery. 

23. (Original) The software program of claim 17, wherein said desired list of URLs hi stored 
on a host server for access by web users. 

24. (Original) The software program of claim 17, fturther comprising means for provic:ng an 
audio ov^lay. 
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
